Rocky Mountnins fo ihe “'dark bloe sea,” muy
find a8 much exciterment apd AmuUsement as
will recompense them for thelr extin expendl
ture of money aod muscle. The vasl and un-
precedented growth of the Western States, snd
the marked advance of clvilieation even west
of the Misslesippl, must strike the mind
of the most ordinary traveller, while the skill
exhivited by the settlier in developing the e,
sources of nature will divide his attention with
the beautier of the landscape. In vo journey
will ypu find & larger streteh of well-cultivated
lunds, or find the arts of agricultore more
pleasingly diversilied with the charms of natare,
The first purt of the route, from New York to
Pittsburg, alterwards {o Chicago, is familiar to
every American, Nor = there snythiog beyoud
this grivoary and Omahs that oalls for special
attention. The juurpey oceupies sixty hours,
the distauce beivg 1400 miles, Here we lonve
the Missouri tiver, and at ouce find ourselve
on the Plams, To the dwellers In odies the
mode of {runsit across this apparently bonnid.
Jess level Is not the most distingtlve fonture of
the Oyerland Houte, Long trains of wngoos,
geldom legs than slx, apd oflen amounting to
téen or twenty, ench drawn by twelve osen, or
ns many mules, give an aoimated aspect Lo o
gomewhost monotonous landscape, But the
wagon-train of to-dsy will soon be super<eded
b‘y the cars of the Pacitde Badlrosd, for il con-
tinued with the present energy, the whole will
probably be open for tratic in three years irom
this date,

The prairies nre of three kinds: the hc:l.lhi,- or
bushy, the allevial or wet, and the dry or rolling
pratrie. On the first nie tound shrubs of various
deseriptions, the grapevioe, and fnnumerable
flowers, and the botanst fuds fall scope for his
uijet'iull. . Un the second, especindly in connee-
tion with cortain strenms, the ponds sre full of
fish, and, when left bigh nud dry by the heats
of summer, are & source of endless gquarrel and
gluttony to a host of bunzards, as well as rank
poison Lo the pure air, while in astute of decom-
position, But it is with the third that the tra-
veller becomes most Tamiliar; the favoriti
Lsunts of the buffalo, and in satumn the love
liest Nower garden of the American continent,
At this season of the year nothing can surpass
the charming mixture— heath nod hurebell and
cactus, for this last thrives here us well 45 in
Sielly, thoveh the Howers are invariably sonrley;
and gven the gustrouome, the most pitiable of
all Bybarites fu this home of nature, must cease
to dream of ale and Inger s he revels in the
